WASHINCTON, Jan. !51.--8enator Vilas, 


of Wisconsin, who secured the floor last 
evening, spoke in the senate to-day in 
reply to the speech of Senator Jones, of 
Arkansas. In the conrse of his remarks 
VilasBaid: "It will doubtless never be 
necessary to discuss this bill as it came 
from the house, but it may be said it de- 
serves its fate. 
It has been strangled 


by silver. It was but a fraudulent pre- 
text of response to the exegencies which 
it professed to meet and to the reason- 
able suggestions of the president, which 
it 
denied while 
it 
avowed 
their 


wisdom. 
So again, as a year ago, 


partisanship 
or 
imbecility 
or both 


has stricken congress with paralysis 
and the rescue of business prosperity 
from ncurring peril has been thrown on 
the executive. If any trusted agents in 
private affairs should po deny duty, 
abuse tniit, no judgment in condemna- 
tion would be too severe. He declares 
the bill as it came from tac housea mere 
sham and a fraud. Vilas proceeded to 
show that the senate amendments made 
it worse. He asserted: I declare the 
financial distress ami public miseries of 
the past thtee years the direct product 
of the efforts to force silver on the coun- 
try. He ilhided the s Iver advocates into 
three cla'-Res. First, thobn interested in 
silver mining: second, heaw debtors; 
third, those who believo in bi-mctalism. 
Of the tirst class he said there were few, 
but wonderfully potential; of the second, 
they miKht deserve, sympathy if it did 
not' shock it. He regarded the thirJ

mistaken, 
and

contended 
that 
the _ 
silver 


miners were 
largely 
re^pjnpible for 


free coinage agitation. They are the 
keenest, best trained intellects enlisted 
by this solid interest. That interest is 
in it to win. to secure best price for sil- 
ver. 
The people, of the Rocky Moun- 


tains are bubservient to mine holders. 
Business men found it prudent to say 
nothing, and woe betide the politician 
who dared flount his independence. He 
said bimetalism was a high Bounding, 
splendid word, but it was like a dream 
that came before the half-shut eye. of 
gay castles in clouds that passed. He 
declared that from the beginning practi- 
cal bimetalism never had been proposed 
to congress. Senators Teller and Wol- 
cott, as champione of silver, based their 
contentions on a protective foundation. 
Referring to the claims of the debtor 
class, he said, at best they asked to have 
Bomething taken by law from one class 
for another class. He claimed a free 
coinage law would be especially hard on 
pensioners and would be an unspeaka 
ble. unparalleled outrage.

The resolution reported to the senate 


b> the committo'on foreign relations in 
relation to the Cuban resolution is as 
follows' 


•'Resolved, by the Senate, the House 


of Rrpicspnlutivea concurring, That (.he 
present deplorable war in the Island of 
Cuba has reached a magnitude that con- 
cerns a!! civilized nations to the extent 
that 11 bhould be conducted, if unhap- 
pily it is longer to continue, on those 
principles and laws of warfare that are 
acknowledged to be the obligatory upon 
civilized natiooe when engaged in open 
hostilities, including the treatment of 
captives who are enlisted in either army, 
duo respect to cartels for exchange of 
prisoners and for other military pur- 
poses, truces and flags of truce, the pro- 
vision of proper hospitals and hospital 
supplies, and service to the sick and 
wounded of either army; be it further 


Ittfoh'itl. That this representation of 


the views and opinions of Congress bo 
sent to the President, and if he concurs 
therein, that he willjin a friendly spirit, 
use the good offices of this Government 
vo the end that Spain shall be requested 
to accord to the armies with which it is 
engaged ;n war the rights of belligerents 
as the same are recogniied under the 
law of nations." 


The retolution was presented by Sen- 


ator Morgan while the views of the mi- 
nonu were presented by Senator Came- 
ron. 
The minority favors a prompt and 


unqualified recognition of the indepen 
dence of the Cubans and supports the 
proposition with precedents and argu- 
ments and holds that Spain in the for- 
mer rebellion agreed to introduce cer- 
tain reforms in Cuba which she failed 
to do.

Mrs. 
Judy on Poultry—H. Manecke on 


Public Highways—G. Henderson on 
Swine—Spirited Discussion on the 
Road Question—Resolutions Voicing 
Sentiment of the Farmers of Macon

The 
tirst 
annual 
Macon Count; 


Farmers' Institute closed last evening 
with the 
election of officers, wbose 


names are appended. 


When Mrs. Judy took the floor to 


speak of "Poultry on the Farm" she 
explained that it was not clear to her 
whether she was to speak of fancy poul- 
try as one thing connected with the 
farm, or whether she was to speak of 
market poultry, and so she would com- 
bine the two. Farmers, she said, have, 
in the past, been inclined to ignore poul 
try and to look upon it as of little inter- 
est. The farmer of to-day begins to 
consider poultry and even fancy poultry. 


One woman who devotes a few odd 


moments each day to some three dozen 
hens shut up in a very small enclosure, 
clears $80 pin money annually. Another 
raised 700 chicks from twenty-five hens 
in one season, and sold $375 worth of 
eggs during the same period. In the 
following August, September and Octo- 
ber she sold 8GOO worth of stock, keeping 
about 150 of her best hens for the next 
breeding season. In tho months of Jan- 
uary, February and March she sold 
2121.7.") worth of fowls. 
A Missouri 


farmer's wife has clothed and fed her- 
self, her husband and three children for 
thirty live years by means of her poul- 
try and co'.vs, and this with common 
stock only. At the commencement of 
their married life the hens and cow were 
the only estate of herself and husband 
not covered by a mortgage. "When 1 
bought that eighty acres of hazel brush 
and scrub oak," her husband is wont to 
say, "if I had been sold out under tho 
hummer of my creditors, would not have 
realized 1 per cent, upon what I owed 
them, and but for iny wife, with ihe cow 
and the chickens, I never could have 
paid for this little farm." 


Poultry may be advantageously usect 


ciated with fruit, which flourishes best 
where there aro fowls to destroy the in 
sects injurious to the trees. While fowls 
must be kept out of the vegetable and 
flower gardens, the scrapings of the hen 
house and poultry yard may be protita 
bly used to enrich the Boil. 


Coming to the practical question of 


how much ground would be required fot 
a poultry yard of modest dimensions 
and the cost of stocking it, one may be- 
gin with a lot 50x100 feet, make tho 
buildings for it out of boxes, or lath and 
tar paper tents, and stock it with two 
dozen common, one-of-u-kind hens, ut an 
expense of $(i. For one who knows 
nothing at all about chickens it is best 
to begin with common stock. 
After the 


experience gained with these durin; th<- 
first season the best are none too good. 
With enough capital to do so, and some 
experience, it is just as well to begin 
the best. 


Many farmers' wives feed corn meal 


dough exclusively, and are successful 
in rearing great numbers of fowl on this 
diet. Their success is explained by the 
broad range fowls have on the farm, tho 
gravel they get from the soil, and the 
bugs and fresh green focd they can 
readily secure. An exclusive diet of 
any food causes indigestion; the result 
is either constipation or diarrhoea, and 
tho end is certain death. The breeder 
with a limited mage, to be successful 
avoids corn meal dough, except as an 
occasional change of diet. Whatever 
food is used the chicKS should be col- 
onized, and the broods of different ages 
and sizes should not be alljwed to feed 
together, as the larger will get tbe lion's 
share; the food that they do not eat will 
be trampled under foot, and the younger 
and weaker ones will bo cheated out of 
their food. The sexes should be sepa-

Kgg» 
placed in the incubator should bo tested 
on the fifth day and all unfertile ones 
removed and boiled for the stock, or 
young chicks. The antiquated advice 
to 
feed eggs 
boiled for tire min 


utos, if followed, will result in indiges- 
tion, and perhaps death. Boil tbe eggs 
twenty minutes, or until they are ten- 
der, just as the housewife prepares them 
when preparing deviled eggs. 
Then 


crumble tbe eggs, shell and all, season 
with a little salt and a very little pep- 
per and you have an excellent addition 
to the soaked bread for fowls or chicks. 
Give chicks no drink the tiret ten days. 
After ten days or two weeks feed them 
cracked wheat, cracked corn, millet seed 
or sugar cane seed. Continue tho broad 
for the morning me-il. Never allow tbe 
food to sour. Mix only the necessary 
quantity for each m« al. 


Wash and keep the vessels clean. Keep 


the feed and water troughs clean and 
replenish often wtyh clean, cool water. 
Freshly ground bone, or meat twice a 
week is beneficial, as are also cut clover 
and lawn clippings. Above all things 
elee, keep the chicken houses and all 
their surroundings scrupulously clean. 
A careful diagnosis of most cases of dis- 
ease will show the cause to be lice or 
other filth, often misnamed cholera or 
roup. Cleanliness is health; filth is dis- 
ease, death and bankruptcy. 


Dressing poultry for the market is a 


fine art. There is much to be learned 
and it requires experience ank skill to 
make a success of it. Fowls must be fat, 
and attractively dressed to command 
fancy prices. Local dealers appreciate 
a neatly dressed bird as much as does 
the commission merchant, and will pay 
accordingly. 
Prime fat fowls look best 


when dry picked. If not in iine condi- 
tion, they may be made plumper by 
scalding them. The dry-picked fowl

and skinning the shanks and foet and 
removing the toe nails, he will tind the 
little time and work required for tho 
operation repaid a hundred per cent. 
The writer has never seen them so 
dressed on tbe market, but her own are 
so prepared for the local demand and 
the only trouble resulting is, that the 
demand is double the oupply. 


Poultry should not be fed for 24 hours 


before killing, but should be watered 
freely, that the crop may beempty, clean 
and sweet. To kill quickly and painlessly, 
sever the veins inside the mouth with u 
sharp knife, hang tbe fowl up by tho 
feet to bleed, pick quickly, white still 
warm and do not tear the skin. 
Wash 


the beak and mouth, being careful not 
to wet tho head feathers. 
Pick the 


neck close up to the head, leaving an 
even frill. 
Although all market dealers 


say, "leave the feet on," advise nothing 
aboutcleaning them. The feet should be 
scalded mid skinned and then immedi- 
ately the entire bird, head ulonn except 
ed, should be dipped in cold water and 
wiped dry. It does not [ratter how well 
washed they may be, the feet have nn 
odor that is neither pleasant nor appe 
tizing. Do not remove the crop nor in 
tcstines. If tho head is removed, cut it 
off close to tht skull; turn tho skin buck, 
cut off the bone of the neck, draw tb 
skin forward, tie neatly, and when quite 
cool cut off the loose skin close to_ the 
tie, leu vine it clean and smooth. Xe"ei 
pack poultry while warm. Carefully 
cool away the animal heat, then pack i.: 
clean barrels or crates, paper lined and 
layer with clean straw.

''Public Highways," and Hon. Harm 
Manecko addressed the institute on t h a t 
topic. Ho Raid in part: 


Kach generation brings about differ- 


ent conditions and obstacles to sur 
mount. It has been but a generation or 
two since it ecemed necessary that the 
general government or state should MI 
pervise our public bighwH.VH, ut least 
those leading from one commercial cen 
let to another, but this has 
bec-i 


changed. By the building of railroads 
our produce ia transported 1,000 i: 
cheaper than we can haul it 100 miles 
OUT the best roadii mun hae ever built 
If this be ti uc we hhould consider road 
building as a local matter, and here is 
where tbe difficulty confronts us. 


The farmers who ride bicjclcs are 


sure a macadamized road is the best, 
ami as this is tho richest agricultural 
country in the world wo should have 
them at once. Yet they are not sure 
that tho bicycles are personal properly 
and should be lUtcd for taxation. Ihere 
are farmers who own many broad acres 
who declare the roads are too wide for 
the public good. It would be well to 
watch this disinterestedness. The high 
way should be so wide that B poor man 
behind u pair of roadsters will be able to 
dodge engines, motocycles or bicycles. 
While it is not true wo have not un- 
proved the roads as much as we should. 
yet i can see great improvement in the 
last twenty-five years. Then we had 
passable roads five or six months. Now 
we havo-the best in tho world for seven 
or eight months in tbe year. 


What should wo do to improve our 


highways? 


We should make a moderate grade at 


least twenty feet wide, oval enough to 
shed the water. The grade shoul'' be 
packed with a heavy roller, even if it is 
necessary to procure a traction engine to 
draw it. 


Leave the road as level as you can 


without interfering with thorough drain 
age. that a mowing machine can bs used 
to cut tho weed. In culverts use sewer 
tile when the volume of water is not loo 
great. Bridges should be iron 
witfi 


stone or brick piers or iron posts anchor 
ed on a stone foundation. 
Three-inch 


plank should be used for flooring, strong 
enough to carry a threshing outfit with- 
jut tho threshertnen carrying a part of 
the bridge with them, 
Steam engines 


ar.) a public necessity and the public 
should provide for them, especially an 
they comply with the eight hour law. 
They work eight hours in the forenoon 
and eight in the afternoon. 


In improving the highways wo have to 


do the befit we can with the material at 
hand and the amount of money we 
can spend without impoverishing our- 
selves. 


I believe in gravel roads when the con- 


ditions are favorable. 
The 
gravel 


should be placed on one side of the 
grade to be used in case of emergencies, 
18 the dirt road ia best in favorable 
weather. 


A grade one foot deep at tho sides 


twenty inches in the center,ten feet wide 
and one mile long will contain about 
2500 yards of gravel. 
After locating 


your gravel bank you can readily ascer- 
tain the cost per mile. It will be well to 
bear in mind that this is not as much as 
is generally used, but it is the amount 
used in Deeatur township. 


Decatur township has about thirty 


miles of graveled roads. 
They com- 


menced to gravel eiglit years ago. They 
have built about four miles a year. The 
commissioners of Decatur hare been 
ible to procure a much larger sum for 
highways than the other townships. 
The average receipts for the last eight 
years have been 112,500, or the sum of 
(100,000 for the last eight years. 


I must confess that these figures are 


appalling to me. I reside in a township 
that has as many miles of roads as De- 
catur township, and our gravel is not as 
convenient. In order to procure the 
sum Decatur has expended upon its 
roads, we would have to levy 4 per cent 
upon the assessed valuation of the 
property. We hear a great deal about 
the excellent roads of toe eastern states, 
yet their farm lands have gradually de-

the night; not even in the solitary, where 
they are chained to thp doors for insub- 
ordination or misdemeanor. 
But the 


saddest sights of all are seen daily in 
the great, comfortable hall of the prison, 
where a sad faced woman with per- 
haps a little girl or boy at herside, is per- 
mitted once in two months to sit for an 
hour by the side of a man whose 
striped clothes and despondent gaze into 
space tells plainer than words that bis 
life must be spent in just this manner 
only a brief hour's look into the eyes of 
loved ones every two ninths only an 
exchange of words that must be made in 
the presence of a guard- only a short 
farewell to wife and little ones and the 
great iron door separates tt4em for an- 
other sixty days, and it might be better 
for all members of the sad group if it 
were for all time. But such is life. The 
innocent are frequently compelled to 
suffer most by association with the 
guilty, and undoubtedly the convict's 
acts have caused 
other 
hearts 
to 


bleed in other families and his punish- 
ment is just.

Grewaome Evidence of "Hannta" in * 


Hoa»e Near Plttsfield, IH. 


On a farm ten miles northwest of 


Pitlsfield, III., owned by Mrs. Judge 
Doocy, of that place, but formerly 
owned by Jacob Pursley, stands a two- 
story frame dwelling. This house is 
occupied by Albert Wells, who rents 
the farm. Pursley lived a number of 
years in this house and died there a 
few years agx>. The neighbors say he 
protected bushwhackers. During1 the 
war a stranger was hanged in u grove 
near the house. Seieral persons are 
reported to hu\e mysteriously disap- 
peared here.

ANOTHER MILITARY PARK. 


Effort to Preserve to I'onterity the Battle- 


Ht-lds In and Around Vlckabarff. 


The establishment of a national mili- 


tary park on the battlefields, in and 
around Vicksburg, Miss., is the purpose 
of a bill -which has been introduced in 
the house. The proposed park 
will 


cover an extent of territory one-eighth 
of a mile wide by six miles in length, 
lying1 to the east and north of the city. 
The moving spirit* in the affair are a 
number of Iowa veterans who have 
more than a general interest in the 
Vicksburg- campaign, inasmuch as 70 
per cent, of all the Iowa troops in the 
s.erv ice at that time served in the bat- 
tles at Vickslmrg. Through their ef- 
forts a meeting was held at Vicksburg 
in: October last, which resulted in the 
formation of the Vicksburg National 
Military Park association, consisting 
of ex-federal and confederate soldiers 
whose business is to preserve to pos- 
terity these historic battlefields. '1 he. 
grounds can be purchased for $50,000, 
but the expense of restoring the battle- 
fields to their original form can ouly 
be approximated. 
It is not believed, 


however, to be very considerable. The 
desire of the Association is to preserve 
as nearly us possible the important 
features of the battlefields, and in pur- 
suance of this intention some of the 
old guns which formed a part of the 
artillery then in use and which arc now 
stored nt Itock Island, 111., and at Nor- 
folk, Va., will be placed as far as pos- 
sible in their former positions. 


CHANCE FOR AMERICAN ARTISTS 
United State* Consul at Berlin .Set-urea Space 


In Coming International Art Exhibit. 
Mr. Charles de Kay, United States 


ronsul general .it Berlin, writes to the 
state dcpartmeTit that he, has secured 
i room on the east side of the building 
to be devoted to the International Art 
exhibition, to tie held in Berlin from 
Slay to October, 1S9C, for the use of 
American artists, and also, a, second 
room, conditional on the action of the 
American artists residii.g in Paris. 
Count Harrach, president of the ex- 
hibition committee, has promised Mr. 
de Kay that in the event of American 
artists deciding to send their works to 
Berlin they shall have the same priv- 
ileges as artists in London or Paris, 
namely, their works shall be selected 
by a committee in New York, appointed 
from home artists mid art-lovers und 
shall be brought to Berlin and returned 
to New York free of charge. Mr. tie 
Kay thinks there is need of some ex- 
pression of opinion from America as to 
the probability of a large and really 
representative collection «,f home work 
being brought together. HP suggests 
in conclusion that the commercianl 
questions now occupying the attention 
of Americans and Germans should not 
stand in the way of a hearty acceptance 
of the invitation already issued by Ber- 
lin to American artists, but that such 
differences should be counterbalanced 
by the friendliest relations on the neu- 
tral ground of the arts.

with the Lick Tel^eope. 


Prof. E. K. Ilarnurd has rvc-ntly pub- 


lished in Popular Astronomy then-suit 
of his e\p"riments with the Lick t e l i - 
seopc in measuring the four asteroid .. 
Ceres. Pallas, Juno and Vesta. These 
.istcroids were the first discovered be- 
tween the orbits of Mars and Jupiter, 
and for many years after J 807 were sup- 
[josod to be thponly bodies of the kind. 


In 1S4!i new discoveries v.ere made 


by Ilenckc, and from that time the 
number mounted to 287 in ISM). 
At- 


tempts have been made to estimate the 
diameters of the four principal aste- 
roids by the measure of light reflected. 
As it wa.s .necessary to take one of the 
planets for comparison, no accurate 
conclusion could be reached because 
of probable differences in reflectir-- 
power. It. is well know n tlia* sonic poi 
lions of the moon reflect le.ss than oth- 
ers, and that a measure of the lijphi 
from a g-hen surface on the gray r< a- 
would give an inadequate idea of 1li< 
total reflection of light from our mt< I 
lite.
